N the upbuilding of a great breeding plant, three 
] things are necessary. First, men with the foresight 

and courage that will permit them to see far into the 
future and to work towards that vision which is always 
before the mind’s eye regardless of any temporary ob- 
stacles or hardships which may cross their path. 

In the second place, it requires men who are capable 
of carrying out the details and the instructions that are 
the guide posts along this pathway that leads to success.

This is a wonderful production when one really 
realizes just exactly what it signifies. Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad 7th’s granddam on the sire’s side, the cow mentioned 
in the above average, is Polly Posch. Her seven-day rec- 
ord for butter is 34.61 pounds and her 30-day record is 
130.56 pounds. The grandsire on the sire’s side was King 
Korndyke Hengerveld Ormsby, a bull with 41 A. R. O. 
daughters. 

All through this young bull’s pedigree there are 
evidences of his exceptional breeding, although the 
majority of the A. R. O. work has been done on the sire’s 
side. The dam’s breeding traces back through some re- 
markably high class families to the real old-fashioned 
stock that came directly from Friesland. 

It is the intention of the firm to use this bull on the 
daughters of King Mutual Korndyke and as a result we 
may naturally expect that the same marked success in 
record making which this firm has enjoyed up to the pres- 
ent date will be emphasized when breeding of this King 
comes into active work. 

The entire herd in this plant numbers about 125 head 
including the heifers and calves. The milking cows and 
the young calves are kept on one farm and the dry cows 
are kept on another about three miles distant. Both of 
these farms are almost park-like in their native beauty, 
but this does not mean that they are unprofitable in any 
sense of the word. The land is rich and yields a hand- 
some harvest in response to the care that is given it 
by the men on the farm. 

It is said earlier in this sketch that both Mr. Har- 
grove and Mr. Arnold are working towards a herd of 30 
cows, each one of which shall have a record of 30 pounds 
of butter in seven days. They began systematically test- 
ing in their herd last March and ever since that time 
there has been a man from the Iowa State College on 
the farm. Of course, the same man does not remain 
during this entire period, but a supervisor of tests is kept 
busy all the time. Up to the present seven of these 30 
cows have been realized. 

Sita Artis Burke, one of the foundation cows, ranks 
first in this list when scored according to production. She 
is eight years old and was started on her test within the 
last 60 days. Her seven-day butter record is 32.15 pounds. 
The 30-day record is not yet reported. She and her two 
daughters are a distinct feature of the herd. Their color 
markings are very dark, yet individually they rank high 
and all are of the same type. As her name indicates, she 
traces directly from the famous Burke family and every-

Stripped of the weighty language of the preamble of 
its constitution, a Holstein-Friesian club exists for the 
purpose of aiding its members to breed better purebred 
Holstein-Friesians more economically.

Co-operation is as necessary to the business of dairy 
farming and breeding as it is to any other business, A 
Holstein club should be more than merely a meeting place 
for men interested in the breed—it should serve a greater 
purpose than that of occasionally holding a dinner—jt 
should do things. And it can do them. 

A Holstein club can be a tower of strength for its 
members. Through its meetings it can keep them in- 
formed of the progress in all that pertains to their work. 
Through the interchange of their ideas and experiences 
they can work together to insure a greater degree of 
success than could be attained by the members working 
individually. Through co-operation afforded by club or- 
ganization they may secure protection against fraud and 
against contagious diseases, and they may secure many 
advantages not afforded the individual breeder. 

‘Club organization enables you to buy and sell co- 
operatively. It saves buying costs and increases selling 
profits. ‘Co-operative buying can be extended to include 
the buying of feeds so that you can deal in carload lots 
in your community and get the benefit of quantity prices 
and freight rates. In this one particular a club can per- 
form a service of inestimable value to its members if the 
work is done systematically. You should appoint a com- 
mittee to take charge of this work. Put as many mem- 
bers as you deem desirable on this committee, but the 
fewer the better—a small committee usually gets things 
accomplished more quickly than a large one. Use good 
judgment always in appointing a committee and select 
members who are live ones—who can be depended 
upon to get things done and done quickly. Report to 

this committee your indi-

EADERS of the World are acquainted with Mr.

Friesian breeders’ county association. The keynote of 
the address is co-operation. It is brought out in a clear 
way that co-operation is more necessary today than it 
has ever been before. With financial and commercial con- 
ditions as they are at the present time, there is a won- 
derful opportunity for the breeder of Holstein-Friesians, 
and where a number of men are living in the same com- 
munity and keeping the same kind of cattle they may 
materially increase their profits and safeguard their in- 
terests through co-operation. 

If there is not a local breeders’ association in your 
section, undertake the organization of one at the earliest 
possible opportunity. Make it a real live, truly effective 
club. There are scattered all over the country defunct 
clubs that might well be revived just at this time. It 
would be easier to start again with a clean sheet and 
forget your old organization; but, under any circum- 
stances, organize. 

Mr. Cleare stands ready to help you in this line of 
work. It is one branch of his campaign and he can cer- 
tainly be of valuable service to you with his suggestions 
and his advice along the lines of organization and, further 
than this, he can do much to help keep the club alive. It 
is one way in which you and he can work together to 
“widen the market for and increase the value of purebred 
Holsteins.” 

Another line along which Mr. Cleare is working is 
the form of regular publicity. Note the advertisements 
of the association that are appearing in the World from 
time to time. These are under his direction and we be- 


lieve that the results are already beginning to show. Cer- 
tainly the Holstein cow was never more popular than she 
is today. She has never been in greater demand and the 
future holds wonderful promise to those who are willing 
to realize it.

The South 


HE man who has Holsteins to sell is always looking 

for new territory. There is a wonderful field through- 
out the entire length and breadth of the land for the breed 
There is many a breeder whose adjoining neighbor has 
not yet decided what breed he will adopt and this neigh- 
bor is therefore a_ live prospect. Perhaps this same 
breeder will be selling stock to men a thousand miles 
away, but, in just the measure that his business continues 
along this line, he will influence those nearest to him 
in favor of the breed. 

On the other hand, there are large sections where the 
Holstein cow is yet virtually unknown, where dairying is 
an unheard-of line of work. Those places give the 
breeder an opportunity to branch out and to establish 
new sentiment in favor of the breed by placing some of 
his stock as foundation herds. 

In the entire land, however, there is scarcely a sec- 
tion that offers more flattering possibilities than the 
south. ‘Certain conditions have prevailed which have 
made it impracticable for breeders to take high class stock 
representing great money value into sections of the 
south. These conditions are being rapidly corrected 
through the co-operation of the state and the United 
States Department of Agriculture, and just as fast as the 
territory is being cleaned up new fields are being opéned 
to the breeder. 

We believe that from the standpoint of both the seller 
and the purchaser the south holds a wonderful future. The 
man who has the Holsteins to sell will find, as he is able 
to cultivate the great areas of the south, a wonderfully 
appreciative lot of buyers. The man who is located in 
the south and finds himself hunting for a market for the 
products of the fields will soon realize that he can scarce- 
ly go to a better place with these products than to the 
Holstein-Friesian cow. ‘ 

Naturally, there are thousands of farmers in these 
parts whose crops are not adapted to dairying, who have 
never realized the full possibilities of their farms be- 
cause they have been moving along in a sort of self-satis- 
fied way year after year. They are doing today just 
as they did a decade ago. They have not kept abreast 
of the opportunities that are waiting at their very doors. 

In some cases their systems of farming have de- 
pleted the soil until something must be done if they are 
to farm at a profit. In this instance the Holstein cow is 
the answer. The southern farmer will turn many of her 
products and many of her by-products into the highest 
priced, most valuable articles of human consumption, and 
at the same time the Holstein cow will make it possible 
to gather richer harvests from the fields that were wear- 
ing out. 

It is the patriotic duty of every farmer to make every 
acre yield its richest harvest. Incidentally, in doing this, 
he is able to make the largest profit, so that there is both 
a patriotic and a selfish motive in his work. To realize 
this end, certain changes must be made on many farms. 
In other words, men who have never done so _ before 
must color their pastures with Holstein-Friesians and new 
fields will be opened. 

Among these new fields, the south holds out great 
inducements because the climatic conditions enable the 
dairyman to carry on his work with less investment in 
buildings and equipment, and, at the same time, these 
fields offer a market that can be measured only by the 
ability of the breeder and the dairyman to cultivate them. 
When these points are borne in mind, in connection with 
the diversity of crops available, we believe that there 
will a little controversy as to the possibilities of the 
south.

Glass 
is about as cheap as lumber, anyway, and it means a lot 
to have plenty of sunshine in the stable.

ing the last year great changes 
co cmected not only the practices of 
our dairymen but even the objects for 
which men enter or remain in the 
industry. The chief arguments for 
cow testing associations in the past 
have been almost entirely for material 
gains—efficiency of production and 
making increased profits. But in 
April 1917, the “man behind the cow 
became one of the men behind the 
man behind the gun.” These new op- 
portunities and responsibilities com- 
ing to our dairymen added a third 
cause, love of country, for the ex- 
tension of cow testing association 
work; these three, production, profit, 
and patriotism, and the greatest of 
these is patriotism. 

With high prices for feed and an 
increasing shortage of labor effi- 
ciency becomes the watchword of the 
dairymen. The farmers’ institutes, 
the dairy press and dairy extension 
movements, and all other sources of 
dairy improvement have done much 
for the good of the dairy industry, 
but they must do more. The oppor- 
tunity and the needs are here. For 
years these agencies have been plead- 
ing with the dairyman to weed out 
his low producing cows, to breed 
from the higher producers, to give 
them better feed and care. But now 
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he is compelled to do this or go out 
of the business. He realizes that a 
good producing cow well fed and 
cared for will make him more money 
than ever before and that the low 
producing cow, with the poor man- 
agement that usually accompanies 
her, will put him in the hole faster 
than ever before. The dairyman has 
been dumped into the creek and given 
that comforting advice, “Sink or 
swim.” Some have sunk, and as a 
result the milk supply has been some- 
what decreased, but feed has been 
saved, and in many instances’. the 
dairy industry of the country has 
been benefited by the sinking. 

The complaint regarding the high 
prices of feeds and the labor short- 
age revert in the last analysis to the 
kind of a man that feeds and cares 
for the, cow, the kind of feed, and 
the kind of cow. A year ago few 
cared about the cost of milk produc- 
tion except some student that was 
working up a thesis or an investiga- 
tor who was especially interested in 
the subject. Today, attend any meet- 
ing of dairy farmers and the first 
question will be, What does it cost 
to produce milk? No one knows, for 
conditions in each case are different. 
Each dairyman must answer that 
question for himself. Data on many

farms will show the total cost of 
producing milk to be about $4, while 
on adjoining farms the total cost of 
milk is less than $2.50 per hundred. 
Feed is high compared to what it 
has been in the past. But everything 
else is high. What - determines 
whether feed is high? The fellow 
that sells it determines the price you 
pay for it, but he does not deter- 
mine its value. The cow and the man 
do that. Records of feed consumed 
and milk produced in many of our 
herds show that one dairyman can 
pay $45 per ton for bran and still 
make good profits, and another dairy- 
man selling at the same price would 
feed bran at a loss if it cost him only 
$15 a ton. Oats in the market are to- 
day worth 60c a bushel, clover $25 
a ton. Ifa man has the right kind of 
cows and the right methods, he will 
market these through his cows at 80c 
per bushel and $35 per ton, or if he . 
has the other kind he may get 40c 
per bushel for the oats and $15 per 
ton for the clover. This latter class 
of dairymen would feed all the cows 
the same regardless of production, 
mix up a ration out of proportion to 
the needs of the cow, and then feed 
it to cows that God never intended to 
produce milk. Of course, to him, 
feed is high at any price, and the

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sooner he realizes that it is too high, 
the better for him and the dairy in- 
dustry. He can easily determine 
whether feed is too high for his kind 
of dairying by joining a cow testing 
association. 

For years we have been insisting 
that the crops on the farms be mar- 
keted through good animals. The 
time has come to emphasize the 
necessity of growing feed economi- 
cally and giving it to the marketing 
end of the concern at a_ reasonable 
price. For instance, a man that tries 
to run a winter dairy farm without 
a silo has no right to complain about 
the high cost of feed. The man who 
had a silo but did not test his seed 
corn and had a poor stand; did not 
cultivate or care for it to the best of 
his ability and raised only three tons 
of silage to the acre, can not justly 
complain of the high cost of produc- 
ing milk. The dairyman who neglects 
to raise clover or who tries to raise 
alfalfa without giving it a fair chance 
can not complain justly when he has 
to buy protein feeds at $55 per ton, 
for he has not done his part in se- 
curing cheap feed. Our dairymen 
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main object of the cow testing asso- 
ciation is to increase production and 
cut the cost—a most profitable and 
patriotic thing to do. To cut the cost, 
even giving the product to the con- 
sumer at the same price as heretofore, 
increases consumption of the product, 
and makes more profit to the pro- 
ducer. If the price of the product can 
then be raised without cutting con- 
sumption, profits are further  in- 
creased, and the industry put upon 
such a basis that it could give com- 
petitive products keener competition. 
I submit, is it not more _ patriotic 
and the more profitable thing in the 
long run to meet and organize a cow 
testing association and to do what 
we can to cut the cost of production, 
than to meet and consider only the 
matter of raising the price? While 
collective bargaining is coming and 
should come, should not the basis be 
upon dependable information regard- 
ing cost, and with full consideration 
of the great forces of supply and de- 
mand?

There is widespread complaint of 
the high cost of labor. Truly, many 
do not have their farms run on such 
a basis that they can compete with 
manufacturing or other industries for 
the labor. The result is only this, 
that the farm must be so managed as 
to enable it to pay these prices for 
labor or changed to get along’ with 
less. The latter case means the use 
of more labor saving machinery such 
as milking machines, gasoline engines, 
more efficient cows and more efficient 
men. A greater appreciation of the 
value of quality in labor would cer- 
tainly aid in the labor problem. The 
payment of better wages to men who 
have proved capable and satisfactory 
would keep such men on the farm. 
Too much stress has been put on the 
strong back and the strong arm, and 
too little attention paid to faithful- 
ness, interest, and good common 
sense and judgment. 

Many farms are so managed and so 
equipped, and stocked with such cattle 
that they could not make a profit if 
they paid but $10 a month for labor, 
whereas other dairymen are success- 
fully competing with manufacturing 
and other industries. 

Now what has this to do with cow 
testing associations? Just this: the 





whose annual value of dairy products 
is approximately $140,000,000 and 
whose investment in land, cattle and 
equipment is probably at least 
$2,500,000,000 with absolutely no rec- 
ords of costs of production nor other 
bookkeeping excepting that of the 
2,500 men in cow testing associations 
and 450 men in farm management 
work. Any little one-horse_ store- 
keeper with a stock of $1,500 to $2,000 
takes his annual inventory, knows 
the cost of each article and the profit 
on it at such a price and keeps a 
complete set of records. But the 
average dairy farmer is too busy—he 
can tell by looking at a cow how 
much milk and fat she will give, how 
much it costs to feed her, and what 
profit she will make. What is the use 
of having the milk tested when he 
can milk a little in a tumbler and set 
it over night and tell in the morn- 
ing if she is a profitable cow or not? 
What is the use of weighing the milk; 
when he milks the cow night and 
morning every day she gives milk, 
ought he not to know? Or others 
may say, I have so many stanchions 
and the barn must be kept full, re- 
gardless. 

Here we come to a breeder, or I 
should say a keeper of purebred ani- 
mals who excuses himself by saying 
that he plans to take up official work 
which is more authentic, and which, 
of course, would be a good thing for 


man in inventing excuses to 
prevent him from benefiting him- 
self. I have been criticised for 


saying that Wisconsin has only 84 
associations, and only 2,500 men in 
these associations, when I should say 
Wisconsin has 84 associations and 
more than 2,500 men and leads the 
United States in the work. Well, she 
ought to, she has the most dairymen 
and the greatest dairy interest. If we 
were satisfied with this condition, 
then we might as well disband the 
Wisconsin Dairymen’s Association 
and quit the association work. But 
we are not satisfied, we are dis- 
appointed that we can not get Wis- 
consin dairymen to take hold of the 
association work faster than they do. 
Especially at this time when a mini- 
mum of feed and labor and a maxt- 
mum of dairy products is necessary 
for success in the business and for 
the successful prosecution of the war. 

If you are a good dairyman, the 
chances are that you read the dairy 
papers and have seen the many per- 
sonal testimonials by members as to 
the value of cow testing association 
work to them. I have at hand more 
than a hundred of such letters but I 
will only summarize the work briefly: 

Higher prices for feed and scarcity 
of labor have caused closer culling 
than heretofore. . I can not say how 
many unprofitable and low producing

You dress up your advertisement with 4 
picture of the animal to be sold, or a sample of the kind you sell, and if the buyer means business and is 
honestly interested in your offerings, he will consider you have saved him time in showing him a like- 
ness of his may-be purchase in advance instead of his having to send in for it, and he will probably buy 
your animal much quicker, saving time and continued advertising money as a result for yourself, which 
is just what breeder and buyer are both after. 

The farm machinery men don’t try to sell you tractors, hay loaders or separators without a strik- 
ing picture of the original accompanying their reading matter. You wouldn’t buy that man’s goods 
who was too nearsighted, stingy or indifferent to show you in advance how his machine compared with 
his competitor’s. It’s the same principle in selling dairy animals and those men who are in World 
advertising have demonstrated that cuts pay quite like the manufacturers and agents of all other national 
lines famous for their success in mail-order salesmanship. 

The Holstein breeder who has one or 20 or 200 animals to sell is placed just like the automobile 
men, the shoe manufacturers or the stove or furnace fellows. He’s got strong competition and he’s got 
to use every legitimate and attractive way known to man to sell to the man-with-the-pocketbook. 

If he can’t show his mail-order goods in advance by photograph, he is handicapped on the start and

If the photographs of your animals are worth 
sending for, they are worth inserting in your ad in the first place and will pay good dividends in extra 
interest and attractiveness every time.

MILK AS A FOOD. 


The state of New York is an im- 
portant factor in increasing food 
supply in this crisis when food has 
become a vital munition of war, In 
dairy products New York state stands 
at the head of the states of the union 
with a total annual value of dairy 
products of $77,807,000. The chief 
dairy products are milk, butter and 
cheese, all of which are of increasing 
importance at this time. 

When the whole world is crying 
for fat for nourishment, it is well to 
remember that milk at even 14c a 
quart, according to the statements 
made by experts to the New York 
State Food Commission at its recent 
conference in Washington, is the 
cheapest fat that can be purchased for 
food at the present time. Another 
thing of interest in this connection is 
the fact that there is three times as 
much fat in the milk given by one 
cow in a year as there would be if the 
food the cow ate were converted into 
beef. This emphasizes the import- 
ance at this time of milk as a food 
product. 

This is the reason that the New 
York State Food Commission is mak- 
ing an effort to have the milk dis- 
tributors combine their efforts and 
discontinue the duplication of routes 
in order to reduce the expense of dis- 
tribution and give the producer and 
consumer the benefit of the lessened 
expense: first, to stimulate and en- 
courage production, and second, to 
cheapen the price of milk for the ben- 
efit of children and the poor.

DAIRY PROGRESS IN SOUTH. 
ERN INDIANA. 


The cow testing movement ip 
southern Indiana is showing very de- 
cided progress. A report from Mr. 
Stevens who is assistant dairy agent 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture says that some of the 
members are reporting through the 
individual testers a decidedly en- 
couraging condition. One man says 
there are five milking machines in his 
association and that over 25 per cent 
of the cows are now purebreds. 

On the other hand labor is scarce: 
hay is by no means plentiful, silage 
is a rather poor quality compared 
with the usual year and not as much 
concentrate is being used as should 
be. He says also that there is an 
abundance of talk about selling “a 
few of my poorest cows.” 

Another association advises that 
one of the members has 18 head of 
high grade Holsteins for sale. These 
are mostly young stock and we take 
it for granted that the gentleman is 
disposing of them to make place for 
purebreds. 

These brief reports are thoroughly 
encouraging in spite of the few ru- 
mors of the opposite nature. We still 
maintain that the man who stays by 
the dairy game is going to reap a 
rich harvest in the end. There is no 
question that Holsteins, if given 
the proper care, will win and make 
their owners a decided profit.

Of course, if one will pursue this 
course, it would be necessary to Pa 

range accordingly early in ye -_ 
This would necessitate the shocking 
of the amount of the corn needed to 
refill. However, many farmers have 
corn in the shock at the present time 
and this could be utilized for this pur- 
pose. Corn fodder has substantially 
the same food value as silage. The 
dificulty is that it 1s unpalatable and 
less digestible. Making silage out of 
‘t overcomes these objections. 

The main secret is to add plenty of 
water. A ton of green fodder will 
shrink down to one-half ton of dry 
fodder—all the water that dried out 
must be replaced. So for every ton 
of dry fodder put into the silo, one 
ton of water must be added. A part 
of this can be run into the blower 
through a hose, and the balance can 
be distributed in the silo as the filling 
progresses. Keep track of the amount 
of water you use and be sure that you 
are adding one pound of water for 
every pound of dry fodder. If you 
are not going to do this but are sim- 
ply going to use your own judgment 
as to the amount of water to add, put 
on about what you think is required 
and have the hired man put on an 
equal amount. then you will get it 
about right. In other words, it takes 
about twice as much water as one 
would think. Pack the silage thor- 
oughly as the filling progresses and, 
after vou have filed the silo, wet down 
the top thoroughly every day fora 
week or so to replace the water that 
evaporates off the top. 

Corn silage is not only an ideal 
winter feed for dairy cows, but there 
is this astounding fact that should be 
written in capital letters a foot hioh 
on every barn in America this fall: 

A good dairy cow will make four 
times as much human food from a 
given amount of feed as will a steer 

Just think what it will mean if all 
the cornstalks that have been wasted 
in previous years are this year made 
into silage and fed to dairy cows with 
just enough grain added to balance 
up the ration. 

_ (1) It will add materially to the 
food supply both for ourselves and 
our allies. 

(2) It will mean that the farmers 
are harvesting three-thirds instead of 
two-thirds of their corn crop. 

(3) It will mean that they will 
make $3 this winter for every $2 they 
would have made under the old plan. 

Isn’t it plain that it is up to you to 
see to it that not a single dairy cow 
leaves your township and that every 
one is fed all she can eat? If farmers 
in other townships are foolish enough 
to want to sell their cows, buy them: 
buy all you and your neighbors can 
get hold of, or at least enough so that 
every stalk of corn fodder will be 
eaten up. 

If you have a silo, you can fill it 
twice this winter. Don’t get discour- 
aged if you do not have 100 per cent 
success the first time you try to make 
44 fodder silage. Twenty years ago 
-0 to 25 per cent of our silage always 
was lost. We had to learn how to

fill a silo even with green corn. Dry 
fodder silage is perhaps not quite 
equal to green corn silage, but the 
results obtained are well worth the 
effort, under present conditions at 
least. 

As a business move there is noth- 
ing a farmer can do that will make 
him more money next year, two years 
from now, or three years hence, than 
to get himself well established in the 
dairy business now. The dairy herds 
of Europe have been decimated. Due 
to the scarcity of milk the death rate 
among the babies in Europe today is 
many fold greater than normal. After 
the war closes the lives of the babies 
will have to be Europe’s first concern 
—it will have to come ahead of every- 
thing else. In that way only can the 
war’s tremendous toll of human life 
be rectified. And children cannot be 
raised without milk, so they will have 
to buy cows here no matter what they 
cost. Hundreds of thousands of dairy 
cows will be exported to Europe. 
They simply must have them even if 
they have to pay $200 or $300 a head 
for grades. The farmer who sells a 
dairy cow or veals a heifer calf this 
winter verily does not see beyond the 
end of his nose. 

The progress of the world in many 
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lines is said to be due to “enlightened 
selfishness”—and all dealers who have 
farms of their own can, and probably 
will, profit directly by following the 
suggestions above outlined. A little 
more far-seeing “selfishness” mixed 
with patriotism will prompt others to

It is perfectly safe to prophesy 
that she will live up to the honors 
of all of her sisters and even prove 
herself a leader for she has begun 
her period of one year with a seven- 
day record of 30.51 pounds of butter 
from 538.4 pounds of milk with a test 
of 4.5 per cent.

In record of performance the 
fourth cow is Lady Mutual Friend, 
whose seven-day yield of milk is 
557.7 pounds and whose butter rec- 
ord is 30.21 pounds with a test of 4.2 
per cent. Her 30-day record is 
2,294.7 pounds of milk and 118.85 
pounds of butter. She is a beautiful 
cow and she is well bred in some of 
the great foundation lines, although 
her ancestry has not made any spec- 
tacular performance in the way of 
production. Like most of the other 
cows in this herd, she has been de- 
veloped on the place and therefore 
her record is all the more creditable 
and reflects greater honor upon her 
owner than it would if it were merely 
purchased. : 

The fifth cow is Miss Pietertje 
Alexina 2d. Her sire is Pledge Con- 
cordia, a son of Clothilde ‘Concordia, 
and her dam is Miss Pietertje Alex- 
ina, whose sire is Midland Pietertje 
De Kol. Miss Pietertje Alexina 2d 
has an earlier record of over 20 
pounds. Her dam has an A. R. O.

All of the records that have been 
made are a credit to Mr. Cundiff, who 
supervises all the feeding, and attends 
to the milking.

product is all taken by the Italian 
population. The herd produces about 
one-half a ton of milk daily, but an 
abundance of this is kept at home 
for use in developing the calves. It 
is maintained that the first import- 
ance of the plant is the development 
of the herd, and whatever is left over 
in the way of milk may be sold. 

All of the milking is done with a 
machine—except, of course, the test 
cows—and in this connection Mr. 
Cundiff has paid a very high tribute 
to the mechanical milker. He says, 
“We have less udder and teat trouble 
with the mechanical milker than 
when the milking is done by hand.” 
This is not at all surprising for, with 
a herd of this kind, it would be diffi- 
cult to secure an adequate force to 
handle the milking, and with the 
men who are in charge now, the ma- 
chine does the work thoroughly, 
harmlessly and in a perfectly cleanly 
manner. The men would not for a 
minute think of trying to develop a 
herd such as theirs without its use. 

Both Mr. Hargrove and Mr. Ar- 
nold are keenly interested in their 
plant. Both of their farms are just 
plain Iowa farms. The-one where the 
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testing is being carried on contains 
240 acres of good, rich, productive 
soil and the other farm which is a 
few miles distant has 300 acres. The 
plant is in no sense a playground or 
a place to sink the profits from some 
other business. The buildings are or- 
dinary farm buildings, but they are 
clean, well ventilated and _ supplied 
with an abundance of sunshine. New 
buildings will replace these as_ the 
business progresses. At the present 
time the foundation is laid for a 
splendid calf barn that will combine 
the points most necessary—sanitation, 


sunshine and pure air in every pen. ° 


There will be individual pens for 24 
calves or partitions may be removed 
and larger pens made. The owners 
believe in developing, first of all, a 
great herd and after that they’ are 
going to build up a plant so that it 
will be commensurate with the qual- 
ity of the stock maintained, but the 
cows are going to pay for the im- 
provements and, if we may judge by 
the start that is made at the present 
time, we may safely predict that they 
will do it quickly. We shall follow 
with keen interest the progress that 
is being made.

How- 
ever, he will be in close touch with 
everything that transpires at Wood- 
lake. ‘With the combination that 
this puts at the head of the affairs at 
Woodlake—Mr. Irwin, Mr. Hansen 
and Mr. Frandsen—all working to- 
gether we may expect that the herd 
will be mentioned frequently in the 
annals of breed progress. 

Mr. Hansen has had some flatter- 
ing offers from the educational insti- 
tutions and publishing plants since 
the National Dairy Show, but he pre- 
fers to continue in connection with 
the Woodlake Farms.

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Milk Prices from the Consumers’ Viewpoint 
By B. H: HIBBARD, University of Wisconsin 


The consumers have made their 
voices heard, perhaps not very effec- 
tively, concerning the price of milk. 

With hardly an exception the tone 
has been one of complaint. Other 
prices rose earlier and higher but 
without bringing out such severe cen- 
sure and indignation as has the in- 
creased price of milk. 


There must be some explanation of 
such a circumstance, although the 
explanation may not seem sound or 
adequate to an impartial observer. 

Probably the explanation of the 
relative resignation with which most 
high prices were paid and the protest 
against the increase in milk prices is

of two parts. In the first place, most 
prices have risen very gradually, and 
in many instances the buyer has not 
noticed it. 

In the case of meat, for example, 
many people buy a roast one day, a 
steak the next, then some bacon and 
next some cutlets. There is not one 
stable price for each of these, a varia- 
tion being made on the basis of qual- 
ity. Ordering over the ’phone it 
often happens that little or no in- 
quiry is made concerning price. At 
the end of the month a bill is ren- 


dered and it is discovered that it is a 


little larger than was anticipated, yet 
nothing is said and the bill is paid. 
That is to say the customer does 
not keep such close track of many 
other bills as he does of the milk bill. 
There is usually but one grade _ of 
milk, and hence one price. The 
amount taken daily is quite constant, 
and the total amount of the bill for 
the month not usually large. Another 
reason why the complaints are bitter 
against the increase in the milk prices 
as compared to other increases is be- 
cause the prices of so many other

The price of shoes is a complex of 
many factors. The leather is high be- 
cause cattle are scarce; because of 
foreign demand; because labor is 
high; because of royalties paid on 
manufacturing machinery;+ because 
the cost of retail business is advanc. 
ing. 

But not so with milk. It is pro- 
duced near by. It is not monopolized 
hence, there is no feeling as in case 
of gasoline, that an octopus has us 
by. the neck and we might as well take 
it gracefully. Not much milk is ex. 
ported. No mysteries surround its 
manufacture. On the contrary it js 
produced by farmers, perhaps by 
neighbors, and “by what right, for- 
sooth, do such people as these hold 
us up?” 

It is in vain to explain that milk 
prices are still below the general 
level to which other prices have 
risen. That the cost of producing it 
is greatly increased. That there is 
no given reason why the dairyman 
should be condemned to a_ life of 
drudgery with an income greatly be- 
low that of other types of farmers. 
The wheat farmer, the corn farmer, 
the livestock farmer, all are receiving 
high prices for their produce. Until 
October 1917, the dairyman was dis- 
tinctly underpoint. Because milk 
tends to follow a customary level of 
price, rising and falling tardily, should 
the dairy farmer be content with an 
income of ten cents an _ hour for 
painstaking labor? He thinks not, 
and is making his thinking felt. He 
wants to go ahead producing milk, 
but not at a loss. 

From the standpoint of its food 
value milk has always been relatively 
cheap. Not as cheap as some of the 
coarser foods made directly from 
cereal, it is true, but cheap as com- 
pared to any other animal food, to 
vegetable oils, fruits, or to any 
number of the carefully prepared 
cereal products as found on the mar- 
ket. Before deciding to cut down on 
the use of milk, the careful house- 
keeper should first decide what is to 
be substituted. If the former use of 
milk has been extravagant it goes 
without saying that in the interest of 
economy less should be used. How- 
ever, milk is not as a rule used ex- 
travagantly. The extravagance isa 
hundred times more likely to occur in 
connection with meat, sugar, canned 
goods, and so on. Potatoes are wasted 
in paring; a big gas bill follows the 
baking of potatoes and squash, but 
milk is used with little waste, and 
with little incidental expense. To cut 
down the milk bill, unless extreme 
care be exercised, means that the 
total cost of food is increased. 

While it may be a hardship to pay 
the higher prices now being asked for 
milk, it is in most cases a greater 
hardship to be short of milk, and if 
the supply is to continue the price 
must be high enough to cover the 
cost. —_—_——-

country? It is certainly a possibility 
—fostered by the artificial demands of 
war—that oleomargarine in time will 
take the place of butter; glucose the 
place of sugar; compound the place of 
lard, and all the remaining substitutes 
will be encouraged to take. root and 
thrive because of their cheapness. 

This is what has happened in Ger- 
many and the outlook for that coun- 
try after the close of the war is du- 
bious indeed for ever getting back 
her vital industries. Her neople have 
been literally starved to death on in- 
genious, but health-lacking, substi- 
tutes and, if they have the stamina to 
demand back the real article and the 
wherewithal to pay for it later, their 
undermined constitutions may some 
day return to normal. America is 
just now at the forking of the road 
and a few prophets have arisen to 
point out the safe and sure route for 
her to follow. If she advises her 
people to become addicted to food 
substitutes, she will not only take 
away from them the habit of demand- 
ing nature’s pure food first, but will 
also deal a crushing blow to indus- 
tries vital to her prosperity.

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What a Holstein Club Can 
Do 


(Continued from page 12.) 
Waukesha County (Wis.) . Holstein 
Club, but I believe I am _= safe 
in stating that their advertis- 
ing costs the individual mem- 
bers but little, yet each one gets the 
benefit of the combined advertising 
effort of all the members. I think 
I am safe in saying that wherever 
purebred Holsteins are known Wau- 
kesha county Holsteins are known 
and co-operative advertising—club 
advertising—did it. Other clubs have 
taken the same advantage of printers’ 
ink profitably. 

Such combination advertising calls 
attention to your community in an 
impressive way. You can’t be over- 
looked as you might be with your 
individual advertisements. The buy- 
er is impressed with the fact that 
yours is a community where he can 
make a selection, whereas with an in- 
dividual ad he might hesitate to 
waste the time in calling on one 
member for fear that if he did not 
get what he wanted he would have 
no other choice. It gives you a loud 
voice to cry your wares, a _ voice 
that compels attention while your in- 
dividual efforts uncombined would 
pass umnoticed. Such advertising 
should carry the name of your secre- 
tary. He is the man that should re- 
ceive inquiries from interested pur- 
chasers. He should at all times have 
a list of stock which every member 
has for sale and he should keep this 
list classified so he can tell at a 
glance the total number of heifers, 
cows or bulls that are for sale. He 
should answer all correspondence 
from purchasers promptly, look up 
train schedules and let the prospec- 
tive purchasers know what time they 
can arrive. He should be at the train 
to meet them. He _ should notify 
those members whose farms he in- 
tends visiting in advance of the arriv- 
al of the purchasers so that the cattle 
and barns can be made attractive. 
This is very important. A clean barn, 
clean bedding, clean, sleek cattle, 
will go far towards making a sale and 
will add dollars to the selling price. 
It pays. First impressions are last- 
ing and if you spend a little time in 
creating a favorable first impression 
you will save a lot of time in making 
the sale. 

Another important point, if you are 
to succeed, is “talk but don’t whisper 
to yourselves.” Talk much; talk the 
Holstein-Friesian cow; talk the mer- 
its of the breed, the profits derived 
form Holstein-Friesians, and the suc- 
cess you are having with the breed. 
Talk enthusiastically but don’t con- 
fine your talk to the members of the 
club. Don’t whisper to yourselves. 
Get the men in your neighborhood to 
attend your meeting and let them 
see what Holstein enthusiasm is and 
what makes it. 

A Holstein club can do a great deal 
in its neighborhood for itself, for its 
members, and for all the other breed- 
ers of purebred Holstein-Friesian 
cattle in the United States by getting 
its neighborhood interested in the 
breed. This is a most valuable work 
because every man who is converted 
to the breed, every man who discards 
average cows for purebred Holstein- 
Friesians, increases the market for

The demand for purebred 
Holsteins is greater than is the de- 
mand for any other breed. The more 
people there are who want ._ 
article, the higher its price will be. 
It is the old law of supply and de- 
mand. Make the men of your neigh- 
borhood want purebred Holsteins and 
you increase the value of your herds. 
The two main functions of a Hol- 
stein club are, the aiding of its mem- 
bers by exchange of experiences in 
breeding better stock more econom- 
ically, and the widening of the mar- 
ket for that stock. Of the two the 
latter is the more valuable. The pure- 
bred dairy cattle of all breeds are but 
three per cent oi the total number of 
dairy cattle in the United States. You 
can see from this how great a field 
is yet to be cultivated. Count the 
farms in your neighborhood that are 
not stocked with purebred Holstein- 
Friesians and see how large a field 
you have right here at home. Talk— 
but talk loud enough for your neigh- 
bors to hear. 

Everyone of you have had experi- 
ences that have taught you something 
that is of value to your fellow breed- 
er. Tell these experiences to the mem- 
bers of the club and bring your neigh- 
bors who are not members of the 
club to hear you. Let them meet the 
other Holstein breeders and _ talk 
things over with them. 

Remembering that a Holstein club 
must serve a purpose—must be of 
use to its members—if it is to suc- 
ceed, let me urge you to be business- 
like in your meetings. You are all 
busy men. You cannot afford to 
waste time. Be prompt in your at- 
tendance at meetings. Have your 
meetings planned in advance and 
have some definite subject for dis- 
cussion, of which the members are 
notified in advance. When you, as 
members, get such notice of subjects 
for discussion, do some thinking on 
them so that you can give your views 
when the meetings are called. Be 
prepared to contribute something of 
benefit to your fellow members as 
well as receive something of benefit 
from them. It is a_ give-and-take 
proposition—it is a case of co-opera- 
tion. 

If you do these things your club is 
going to be of inestimable value to 
you and it is going to be of value to 
every breeder of purebred Holstein- 
Friesian cattle and a credit to the 
breed.

Butter is one of the 
the articles of connas “2 
learn from the Vedas, written 2009 
to 1400 B. C., that the Hindoos we 
interested in cattle raising, that they 
valued their cows according to their 
yield of butter, and that they “al 
butter as food. The quality of th 
article as then made is very uncer. 
tain. From the Greek derivation of 
the word, which means cow cheese 
it may be inferred that it contained 
nearly as much casein as fat, and 
was, perhaps, hardly entitled to the 
name of butter, as the article is now 
er 
e word butter (butyrum) ¢ 

according to ‘Charles Toubla "ben 
the Sanscrit “but” (to beat) and 
“ura” (milk). This precious  sub- 
stance consists of an agglomeration 
of the fatty globules extracted from 
the milk when they are in the state 
of emulsion through the churning 
operations. ‘Cow butter is the only 
really good one. It is oily and rich, 
of a delicate and special odor, and 
of a pure, sweet, pleasant taste, 
which reminds one of the nut tree. 
Butter is an article of food, the use 
of which goes back to the remotest 
antiquity. It is true that the Ro- 
mans only used it as an_ external 
remedy (unguentum), but the Hin- 
doos and Jews were surfeited with 
it, and the savages of the north seem 
from all times to have made it the 
basis of their foods. The oldest 
Iceland poem relates how the bard 
Skidi dreamt one night that he asked 
in marriage Friggia, the goddess of 
Love, and that the god, Odieu, gave 
him as a wedding present a case full 
of butter—Chicago Dairy Produce. 


WARM WATER FOR THE COwW. 

As a means of increasing the milk 
flow, the United States Food Admin- 
istrator, through the federal food ad- 
ministrator for Minnesota, is urging 
warm drinking water for dairy stock. 
Warm water will save feed and bene- 
fit the milk flow. It saves feed be- 
cause it does not draw on the vital- 
ity of the cow as does cold water. It 
helps the milk flow because a cow 
will not reach ‘her maximum produc- 
tion unless she drinks water abun- 
dantly. She will not drink as much 
as she should if the water is ice cold.

During the last year, we have been 
paying more attention to the bulls in 
our cow testing associations. One of 
our Wisconsin associations replaced 
18 grade and scrub bulls by purebred 
animals during the past year, due to 
the work of a tester who realized the 
value of purebred bulls. Incidentally 
I would like to impress upon you the 
necessity of breeding and selling only 
‘the right kind of purebred animals, [f 
the daughters of these 18 bulls are 
not superior to their dams, there will 
be an awful comeback in that section 
against the purebred bull proposition 
While I do not have data on all of 
the associations in the state at hand 
in 35 of them 163 scrub and grade 
bulls have been replaced by purebred 
animals. If for no _ other reason 
breeders of purebred animals should 
support association work because it 
kills scrubs and grades and _ gives 
them a market first of all for purebred 
bulls and these almost invariably lead 
to purebred cows. You may be in- 
terested to know that in some of our 
older associations dairymen have 
killed their purebred bulls because 
they found the production of the 
daughters unsatisfactory, compared 





with that of the dams.

use of that time wins honors for her- 
self and cash for her owner. 

Why should a dairyman sell his 
cows for beef if he can get more 
money for them as dairy cattle? In 
one of our old associations, during 
the past year 38 cows were sold for 
beef because they were unsatisfactory 
producers, and 115 were sold for dairy 
purposes because they had records of 
production and the farmers of IIli- 
nois and Minnesota wanted them 
more than did their owners. 

So interested have dairymen_ be- 
come in these long distance races, 
that the Wisconsin Dairymen’s Asso- 
ciation and the University of Wiscon- 
sin have been planning a register of 
production for any cow in Wisconsin 
cow testing associations that can pro- 
duce 365 pounds or more fat in a 
year.

$75,000 to $80,000 annually into this 
work because they believe it to be 
the best means of Promoting their 
interests as dairy farmers, Durin 
the past year, we have made a = 
gain in association work of 29 aggo. 
ciations, 831 members and 14775 
cows, now having 84 associations with 
2,512 members putting the acid test 
on 41,200 cows in Wisconsin. 

Many of the testers have enlisted or 
been called into military service and 
it has been difficult to secure capable 
men to take charge of the work.

As dairymen realize 
the importance of having capable men 
in the work, they will gladly pay the 
increased wages necessary to get 
these men. The present status of the 
work is due to the good results of 
the past and a wider realization by 
the dairyman of the necessity for 
using more of that anatomy which is 
above and back of his eyes. 





As I think of the men I have known 
that are offering their lives, if need 
be, in this great struggle, I wonder 
if we who are left at home to wear 
good clothes, to have good meals, 
safe and serene from all danger, who 
are enjoying the comforts of life 
much as we always have, can not do 
something more that will justify our 
remaining here? We have a great 
opportunity and a great responsi- 
‘bility. We are not asked to sacrifice 
the least bit, we are only asked to 
be efficient. 

While I hate that word efficiency 
because of its relation to the brutali- 
ties of kultur, the dairymen to be pa- 
triotic must become more efficient— 
efficient not only in the feeding and 
care of their herds, but in the produc- 
tion of their crops and the use of 
labor, and the cow testing association 
promotes efficiency in all these lines. 
It aids in conservation of feed, con- 
servation of labor, and increased pro- 
duction of food, and enables the 
dairyman to walk hand in hand with 
profit and patriotism. ‘ 

In the last analysis, we are not in 
the dairy business alone for the 
profits because the greatest thing on 
the farm is not the bank account, not 
the acres, not the fine buildings, nor 
the livestock—the greatest thing on 
the farm is the welfare of the hus- 
band, the wife, and the boys and girls. 
The cow testing association enables 
the dairyman to so run his business 
that it promotes the welfare not only 
of himself and family. but at this 
time is an important factor in in- 
suring the welfare of all.

The Oneida County Holstein ‘Club 
was formed at Utica, N. Y., on Sat- 
urday, November 17th, at a meeting 
of Holstein breeders called by County 
Agent O. P. Ross. 

Thirty-two charter members adopt- 
ed a constitution and elected the fol- 
lowing officers: President, F. M. 
Jones; vice-president, J. H. Phelps; 
secretary-treasurer, James Fear; di- 
rectors, Alonzo Allen, Walter Thom- 
son, Bradley, Fuller and Linn Kinne. 

Mr. Ross, in bringing the matter be- 
fore the meeting, stated that there 
were 340 breeders of purebred Hol- 
steins in Oneida county, 133 of whom 
were members of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian association. He felt that such 





a body of men in so small a commu- 
nity, all of whom have interests in 
common, should be working together 
by means of club organizations. He 
pledged the support and co-operation 
of the farm bureau to the new club 
should they desire to organize. 

Prof. H. H. Wing of Cornell de- 
livered a most interesting and valu- 
able talk on what the aims of such a 
club should be and how they were to 
be achieved.

why should these items be considered 

If one were to get at the real facts 
of the case, however, he would find 
that this roughage which the farmer 
produces is a very large factor in 
milk production. One man who has 
worked out this problem says that in 
the total cost of milk the grain js 
perhaps 25 per cent. This reters par- 
ticularly to concentrates that must be 
purchased or that have a ready 
market in every port. Reducing the 
proposition to the cost per quart, sup- 
pose it costs you six cents per quart 
to produce your milk. At this figure 
the grain ration may be roughly es- 
timated at one and one-half cents per 
quart according to this authority. 

The concentrates are high in price 
right now because grain is high. The 
farmer is paying a long figure for his 
concentrates because either he or 
some other farmer is getting a long 
figure for the grain he sells. Some 
advise that the grain farmer is mak- 
ing the most money. Others tell us 
that the man who feeds the grain and 
sells the product is making the most 
money. We believe that in the long 
run when every factor is taken into 
consideration a man can feed good 
Holstein cows at a profit—a very de- 
cided profit—right now. 

Other writers complain that it re- 
quires a ton of milk to pay for a ton 
of feed. We have no desire to con- 
tradict this statement, but at the 
same time we believe that a ton of 
this same feed, if it is selected wisely 
and fed judiciously to the right kind 
of cows—Holsteins, will make about 
four tons of milk. 

We do not wish to deny, in fact we 
have no reason to intimate, any de- 
nial of the statement that feeds have 
gone very high; but while one is pon- 
dering on this, do not forget entire- 
ly that meats and milk and many 
other products have gone proportion- 
ally high. : 

In the dairy line there is a decided 
profit awaiting the man who keeps 
well bred, large producing Holsteins, 
who feeds them wisely with the sort 
of feed that will stimulate their in- 
herited capacity for production. If 
you doubt this for a minute, give us 
an answer to the question, Why do 
men pay such long figures for cattle 
at the public sales?

see, first of all, that his red cows are 
eating three times as much as they 
yield at the pail; second, it arouses 
him to the necessity of putting a 
purebred Holstein bull at the head 
of his herd; and finally, when the 
grades begin to yield their profit he 
realizes how much greater would be 
his income if he were a _ regular 
breeder of registered Holsteins, and 
when he fully realizes that he takes 
the step. 

The tester in one little association, 
in making his first annual report, 
says that he has convinced his mem- 
bers that they should give their cows 
better feed, more comfortable stables 
and keep them under more sanitary 
conditions generally before they pro- 
nounce sentence on the unprofitable 
producer.

BEWARE OF THE SILO! 

A general farm paper—the Dakota 
Farmer—gives some splendid advice 
relative to the silo. Readers of the 
World are so well posted on the sub- 
ject of silos and silage that they do 
not need any encouragement along 
this line, but we believe that they will 
be pleased if they read what our 
friend over in Dakota has to say on 
the subject.

tuberculosis. Careful investigation has 
shown that silage is also very apt to 
give cattle hollowhorn after the 33d 
year, especially if fed in the down of 
the moon.”
